PANEL DISCUSSION 

The meetine will be fallowed, by 
ji Panel discussion and speakers 
will review and lecture upon educ- 
ational systems in varlouà countr- 
ies. It is the intention of the 
S.K.C. Uiat représentatives from 
(he U.S.S.R., the United Kingdom, 
and France will sit on the panel. 
Moreover, professors of various 
faculties and teachers have also 
been asked to sit on the panel. It 
Is hoped that they will show, by 
means of discussion^ some ideas 
by which students can form a 
Common front. 

The S.K.C. aho voted 1330 tow- 
ards the publication of a news- 
paper. The object of this news- 
paper will be to give tlic public of 
tlie Province of Qucl)cc an under- 
standing of the financial situation 
of University Students. Such a 
paper was published last year. One 
hundred thousand copies were 
printed and they were distributed 
throughout the Quebec Province.

Debaters Clash 
Over Penalties 
For Murderers

"Capital PunLshnient is not nece3.sarily a deterrent 
for committing murder" — but — "If life sentences do 
not deter murder, wliy should any penalty deter attybody? 
These two opinions clashed in 



last night's debate over the abo- 
lition of capital punishment, the 
last in the Debating Union's se- 
ries of public debates. Joseph 
Cohen, Q.C., chaired the debate 
which took place in Redpath Hall. 

Professor David McCord 
Wright and Claude Armand Shep- 
pard supported the resolution 
"Resolved that this house appro- 
ves of capital punishment as a 
penalty, for murder." Supporting 
the negative were Arthur,;; Malo- 
ncy, Q.C., M.P., and Marvin' Ga- 
meroff, founder and sole member 
of the Montreal Society for the 
Abolition of Capital Punishment. 

POTENTIALLY DANGEROUS 

Professor Wright led off the 
debate by pointing out that from 
an ISth century extreme of 
cruelty, we have now reached 
stage of great leniency. A mur- 
derer turned loose in society 
even after he has served a jail 
term is still potentially dan- 
gerous; in some cases ha has 
gone on to commit further mur- 
ders. We must consider the third 
parly; the vast majority who ha- 
ve had nothing to. do with the' 
crime may suffer if a murderer 
is turned loose in society. 

"We may never learn the cases 
where capital punishment did- 
prove to be a deterrent. Each 
case of homicide, however, -can 
be accurately counted", he said. 

Mr. Maloney then expressed 
the view that the prime purpose 
of punishment should be to pro- 
mote the common good. Capi- 
tal punishment has not proved

P'or this 
rea.snn alono It should not ba 
retained. In the 36 countriea 
across the world which have abo- 
lished capital punishment, there 
has been no appreciable differèn- 
ce in the instances of homicido. 

Mr. Maloney also attacked the 
inequality in its application. He 
pointed out that most people 
who are hanged are poor. In the 
southern states we have an "ine- 
xcusable discrimination' among 
the coloured, people". 

Claude Armand Shcppard felt 
that the death penalty certainlf 
does act as a deterrent. And if 
the death penalty is not a suc- 
cessful deterrent, he did not see 
much reason why life imprison- 
ment, which is a vague term and 
which does not guarantee perpé- 
tuai imprisonment, should bo 
successful. 

Gameroff felt that the state 
cannot assume the responsibility 
for taking a human life. The af- 
firmative argument rested in the 
fact that capital punishment has 
not proven a unique deterrent 
for murder and that capital pu- 
nishment is irrevocable. 

Professor Cohen felt that peno- 
logy is only partially kcepinif 
pace with the changing norms of 
society. The public has failed to 
give the criminal the fair chance 
he deserves. '' 

No vote was taken. The ques- 
tion of. capital punishment stlU. 
remains unresolved.

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Liberal Supports 
Federal Grants 

Speaking in a budget debate at the Quebec Legislative 
Assembly, Paul Earl, liberal for Montreal Notre Dame de 
Grace, said that he believes that the Federal Government 
has rights to make grants to the provinces in matters of 
education. 



Earl <ald that Quebec will not 
tolerate Federal Goverament in- 
terference in the 'management of 
education, 

"But. personally I cannot cee 
how kecepUnce of Federal grants 
by the college* and univenitlea 
of our province can affect In any 
way our autonomy or the auton- 
omy of our universities." 

Hon. John Bourque, Quebec 
Finance Minister, announced in 
his budget speeeh Friday prorin» 
cial grants to tmlversitiet would 
be IncreaMd to $11,041,700 for 
the coming fiscal year compared 
to $10,328,000 during the current 
year. 

However, the Liberal member 
said provincial grants 'are "ab- 
solutely inadequate" in view of 
the fact Quebec universities do 
not accept federal grants-in-aid. 

Quebec's universities accepted 
Federal grants the first year they 
were given, in 1952, but refused 
them consistently thereafter.

Ontario's universities, alUiough 
attended by fewer students than 
those in Quebec, received $10,- 
891,320 more than Quebec's in 
provincial and federal, grants In 
1M7-58 and $23,403.500 more in 
19S8-59. 

Mr. Earl said Quebec's uni- 
cersitics turned down Federal 
grants of $3,270,000 in 1957-58 
and $7,326,000 in 1998-59. 

While the present Quebec gov- 
ernment accepts Federal equal* 
ixation' payments of about $50,- 
000,000 annually,' he 'Continued, 
It "wlU not aUow the univeisitles 
to do Ukewise." 

Quebec's large universities had 
all shown substantial deficits this 
year and Federal grants — which 
would have totalled $16,712,376 
during the past three years — 
would have helped solve their 
financial problems. 



First Time 
Pro/it Shown 
By Carnival 

The Athletics Department an- 
nounced today that, for the first 
time in five years, there probably 
had been a deâr profit in the 
monetary returns from the "Win- 
ter Carnival. 

Although figiu-es are not yet 
definite, it is. believed that sales 
have surmounted expenditures 
by $200. Exact figures will be 
known by the end of April The 
total expenditures were estimat- 
ed to be $14,437. 

In previous years, large dona- 
tions were made to help cover 
the expenditures. This year, no 
donations of any great monetary 
significance was submitted to the 
Carnival Conimittee,- although 
smaller donatloiu from firms or 
private sources were reported. 
This fact, it was revealed by a 
reliable source, makes this years 
profit very signlfieanL ' 

' Normally, the Winter Carnival 
runs a deficit. The sum of the 
deficits since it began in 1048 
has totalled to $4,003.00 This 
year's profit will be used to cut 
down this figure.

To Chemistry Great

Dr. Winkler's speech included 
a brief review of the develop- 
ment of the research school in 
the Chemistry department. He 
explained that in the earlier days 
of McGill, about 1850, the Che- 
mistry Department was a relati- 
velv minor institute associated 
with' medicine. 

Later another department of 
chemistry was iiuugurated which 
had to do with metallurgy, and 
thus two Chemistry departments 
were formed. 

Dr. Winkler mentioned that 
prior to 1890, chemical research 
at McGill would have been un- 
known, except for a few pioneers 
such as Dawson In Geology, Osier 
in medicine, and Hunt wio con- 
tributed greatly to. the field of 
inorganic Chemistry.

The following is a studettt view of the negotiations 
being held last week in Montreal with regard to a moat 
teriotu problem: 

The daily newapiapers are not getting very excited 
about it, but all this week a long, bitter battle has been 
raging in Montreal. The combatanta are Britain and the 
United States. The booty they are quarreling about is a 
standard short-range navigation aid. • 

Briefly, the battle line has emerged with the two na- 
tions drawn up behind two radically different' standards. 
Britain is loyally devoted to a navigation system called 
DECCA. The United States i.s fervently backing a ptodific- 
ation of the navigation system they currently use called 
VOR/DMET. , f i , ) 

Upon the International Civil Aviation Organization's 
decision rests several million dollars, niuch national pride' 
and- the safety of' all' fUture civil aviation, passenger^. 

Two committees, composed of delegates from SO coun- 
tries, have been drawn up to decide the issue — and even 
then the debate may not have been settled. 

The United States has indicated thftt even, ij!. the IC AO 
decides to adopt.the British 'system as a-standard, Ameri- 
can-authorities will stick to the VOR/DMET system and 
require all foreign aircraft entering the United States to 
be equipped- with VOR instruments. • > ■ ■ 

. This .could lead to costly duplication of electronic de-' 
vices which civil,airlin'es can ill afford. ~;. .• .< . 

The British, fighting for prestige, claim the' Americans^ 
are sacrificing standards of safety and efficiency to pre- 
serve an investment in the VOR system which runs into, 
hundreds of millions of dollars. They accuse the United 

States of conducting a ruthless drive to protect their in-* 
vestment without regard to which is the best system. 

The British claim their system is not only the most 
efficient at the present, but it' will also stand up to the hea- 
vy pressure of the futiire. Airways of tomorrow, crammed 
with jèt traffic, will Tieed a precision in navigation which 
will not be produced by VOR instrumenta, the British de- 
legates say. 

With the electronic experts of two nations lined up 
against each other and saying contradictory things, it Is 
far, far beyond our limited ability to make any judgmenta. 
But we sincerely hope somebody can. 

Our machine-geared society has long prided itself on 
the* theoretical. ability to decide iniportant scientific issues 
by debate, experimentation or rigorous testing programs 
conducted with that impartiality which is supposed to gui- 
de all empirical exploration. 

Quarrels still result. No one Is, or ever will be, sure 
whether the Avro Arrow or the American F-106 is the 
better aircraft, any more than anyone can ever be sure 
whether Pal or .Gillette razor blades- produce a smoother 
chin. 

But when the safety of countless thousand human 
beings Is at stake, as it is in Montreal this week, the oppos- 
ing parties should reject emotional Interests of nationalism 
or economics, and settle thé dispute by the most objective 

and rationarmeans at their disposal.

WITH YOU was first produced

less comical and occasionally 
farcical. , . ^ . 

It is a comedy of characters 
in which the family of grandpa 
Vandcrhof — living happily In 
iU meaningful -but disorganized 
state — u contrastedimtb the 
"high society" Kirby family.

The rival sui- 
tors for Bianca's hand represent 
a variety of romantic attitudes 
and poses, from the sentimental 
and love-sick Lucentio to the old, 
rich and lecherous Gremio, and 
their schemes and intrigues, pro- 
vide material'for many a> satiric 
thrust at loye^ and- courtship.
